NOTE 1 - ORGANIZATION AND NATURE OF BUSINESS

The Company is a broker-dealer registered with the Securities and Exchange Commission (SEC)
and is a member of the Financial Industry Regulatory Authority, Inc. (FINRA).

NOTE 2 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES

Securities Transactions

Customers’ securities transactions are recorded on a settlement date basis. The related
commission income and expenses are also recorded on the settlement date basis. Generally
accepted accounting principles requires revenue to be recognized on a trade date basis. There is
no material difference between the trade and settlement date.

The Company clears all securities transactions through RBC Capital Markets LLC on a fully
disclosed basis.

Advertising

The Company expenses the cost of advertising as incurred. Advertising expense was $4,826 for
the fiscal year ending October 31, 2017.

Furniture and Fixtures

Property and equipment are recorded at cost. The cost of maintenance and repairs is charged to
operations as incurred. Major improvements to property and equipment are capitalized.
Depreciation is computed using the straight-line method over the estimated useful lives of the
assets. Depreciation expense for the fiscal year ending October 31, 2017 was $11,916.

Income Taxes

The Company operates as an S Corporation. As such, the Company’s income or loss and credits
are passed through to the sole stockholder, and reported on his individual income tax returns.

Statement of Cash Flows

For purposes of the statement of cash flows, the Company has defined cash equivalents as highly
liquid investments, with original maturities of less than ninety days that are not held for sale in
the ordinary course of business.

Use of Estimates

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally accepted accounting
principles requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported
amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of
the financial statements and the reported amounts of revenues and expenses during the reported
period. Actual results could differ from these estimates.

NOTE 3 - NET CAPITAL

The Company is subject to the Securities and Exchange Commission Uniform Net Capital Rule
(Rule 15¢-3-1), which requires the maintenance of minimum net capital, and requires that the
ratio of aggregate indebtedness to net capital, both as defined, shall not exceed 15 to 1. The
Company had net capital of $855,736 which was $755,736 in excess of its required net capital of
$100,000. The Company’s net capital ratio was .14 to 1.

NOTE 4 - EMPLOYEE BENEFITS
The Company has a 401(k) savings plan for all employees. The Company at its discretion may

match employee contributions to the plan. For the fiscal year ending October 31, 2017 the
Company contributed $0 for employees to the plan.

NOTE 5 -LONG TERM LEASES

The Company leases its operating facility under an operating lease expiring in July 31, 2022.
Rent expense for fiscal year 2017 was $ 47,267. Under a prior lease rent amounted to $43,597.

NOTE 6 - OFF BALANCE-SHEET RISK AND CONCENTRATIONS OF CREDIT RISK

The Company is engaged in various trading and brokerage activities whose counterparties
include banks, other financial institutions, and the general public. In the event counterparties do
not fulfill their obligations, the Company may be exposed to risk. The risk of default depends on
the credit worthiness of the counterparty or issuer of the instrument. The Company seeks to
minimize this risk through procedures designed to monitor the credit worthiness of its customers.

The Company maintains cash in bank accounts in excess of the established limit insured by the
Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation (FDIC).

NOTE 7 - FAIR VALUE

FASB ASC 820 defines fair value, establishes a framework for measuring fair value, and
establishes a fair value hierarchy which prioritizes the inputs to valuation techniques. Fair value
is the price that would be received to sell an asset or paid to transfer a liability in an orderly
transaction between market participants at the measurement date. A fair value measurement
assumes that the transaction to sell the asset or transfer the liability occurs in the principal
/market for the asset or liability or, in the absence of a principal market, the most advantageous
market. Valuation techniques that are consistent with the market income or cost approach, as
specified by FASB ASC 820, are used to measure fair value.

NOTE 7 — FAIR VALUE (Continued)

The fair value hierarchy prioritizes the inputs to valuation techniques used to measure fair value
into three broad levels:

Level 1 inputs are quoted prices (unadjusted) in active markets for identical assets or
liabilities the Company has the ability to access.

Level 2 inputs are inputs (other than quoted prices included within level 1) that are
observable for the asset or liability, either directly or indirectly.

Level 3 are unobservable inputs for the asset or liability and rely on management’s own
assumption about the assumptions that market participants would use in pricing the asset
or liability. (The unobservable inputs should be developed based on the best information
available in the circumstances and may include the Company’s own data.)

A qualifying asset or liabilities level within the framework is based upon the lowest level of any
input that is significant to the fair value measurement. The Company’s qualifying assets or
liabilities are recorded at fair value using Level 1 inputs.

NOTE 8 — SUBSEQUENT EVENTS
Management has evaluated subsequent events through November 29, 2017, the date on which the

financial statements were available to be issued. There were no subsequent events that require
adjustment or disclosure in the financial statements.
